“¢]t 1a not ensy to say anything on the
gibject neslguned me which the inquiring
mind will being new. 1
shall not detnin you with statistics as to
the growth snd extension of railway
systoms nor those whioh show that these
have been the prime factors of our
nationnl growth., It ls ull the story ot
half a costury, and the lnrger part of it
comes within the aotuanl experience of
the younger men who are coming into
control of busipess affuirs at this time.

the power of railways as erentors of
putionn! wealth and thelr intiuence In
adding to the per capita wealth of this
free people nod who follow out the lines

of gepernl advancement for which they
are directly and indirectly respounsible,
will be eslled upon to present almost in-
eredible figures nud statements of fiots,
We nre too nenr to 1t ell, at this time,
to rejorce in the full comprehension and
apprecintion of this wondrous work, but
the time will come when the progress of
these few years, for which the railrond 1a
largely responsible, will stand out us the
moest marvelous schlavement of mun.
Spenking with reference to the Unlted
States, 1t may De sald that they hoave
been supplled ns if by magio with rail-
winy svstems throughout their length
and breadtl, touching every sectiou of
importinee and making savailable every
existing rosource

**The free couditions uoder which this
great myatem of roads hiag been Lauiit,
have masde it possible to balld it guickly
snd ut this time there is little room,
and much les: ootunl necessity, for
new railrond enterprises, Wo may say
that the constructiimn
ologed, and that the present testlies in
the support end proper maintenance of
the nearly 200,000 miles of roads nlready
built., The fact that many thousands of
miles of thig grand system of rail thor-
oughfares bave Deen built far beyond
the lines of aotual settlement, aud that
mn many cases the rail wileage o a
given territory 15 fur in exceds of actual
necessity wukes this test one of serious
conslderation.

IMPORTANT ECONOMIC QUESTIONS.

"« With this rupid bLoillding of & com-
plete rallway system there las been an
equally rapid development of tlie ma-
terial resourves in the statos, supplving
m the most part every essontlal product
far beyord the ctapacity of the population
to dispose or consume. Thess two faots
—the one of excessive rallway bullding,
the other of excessive production—pre-
eent the two most lmportant econowie
questions of the time, We are brought
to face the necessity of adjusting our-
solves to these advanced conditions to
the ond of wisely perpetuating thess In-
stitutions for the good of the states, ln-
dividually and collectively. At this mo-
ment the country and every rallway in-

terost are sullering for want of this nd- |

justment. 1t touches all alike,
nré ooming, perhaps too slowly,
common grounud of observation and ac-
tion, admitting with ench other the
orudity of management of commercial
and railway interests as they relate to
ench other iu different secticus of the
couttry.

NECESSITY OF BNDING TRAFFIC WARS,

1t Is the Ambition, patural to Amer-
foans, of every producer, and of every
industrinl institution, to distribute their
products throughout the sutire country
regardloss on natural coonditions, and
with the present aystem of trausporta-
tion 1t Is belngr made possible for them to
do so repardlesa of loeal conditions,
which should prevail; so that the noces-
gity for dalining commercial terrilorial
lines und B system of transportation
chirges that will put ae end to the cegee-
lose and growlng contiiets that are sow
enting nt the beart of Jocal and general
prosperity of commercinl Institutions,
and threatening the well-being of trans-
portation: ocimpanies, s becoming each
day more nnd more apparent,

“* Divided and ndividual managzoment
of the different rallway aysteme extend-
ing long distunces through the country,
coming In contuct with each other at
points where in the oatore of things their

to B

interests pre diverse, results in forelng
commercial lines beyond their proper
boundary. Add to thls the fuct that
these roads are controlled, in 8 greater
or le ser degree, by varving statulory
regulations in different sections of the
country, making it impossible in many

instances for roads 1o govern ther Ac-
tions, either on the line of self-proteo-
tion or of preservation of the commeroial
mteresis of thelr territory, aod it will be
#een that the guestion of proper adjust-
ment is one of serious import.,

DANGENS FOR TRAFFIC COMPANIES.

""There are many dangers besetting
transportation companles, as well as
commerclal jostitutions, as & result of
the present evslems of management,
which makes it possible for a single In-
dividunal to dlsorganize and disrupt nat-
ural commercial relations, and to destroy
the walue of capitalized property. A
single act of bad faith, and bad faith s
quite the rule, may result in & rate war
vausing Injury to railway earnings and
commercisl values that is appalling, It
often ocours that these grent losses result
from management that is shielded by the
povernment having control of roads, for
the moment relensed from obligations,
the burden of which Is still onrried by
roads m the samoe territory, and this is
one of the unhappy features of the pres-
ent state of affalrs. Rate wars and un-
stable rates are the varse of the country
and 1ts ratlronds.

HOPES ¥FOR TIHE FUTURE.

Yet we will not despalr. The same
genius nod public spirit that crested
these instltutions of commerce and of
transportation will preserve them, The
wisdom of the people will not fall. Let
us say that we are not yet through the
schoollng period; that we are guthering
experience for the finsl sdjustment of
these great questions, but let us hope
that the time s near ot hund when, out
of the wisdom of mauny years' struggle
and bharpship, may come some upiversal
anid rational action that will place com-
mercial und producing institutions be-
sond anything excepting natural strife
wndar natural copditicns. and that will

and woe |

save the blillous of private capital of our
people lavested in these highways [rom
The pressut conditions
cannot be chunged too qulokly, but they
cannot be suocessfully changed by di-
verse local legimsistion in the different
states, nor by uaiional legislation «hich
does not comprehiend the entire situation
and which applies local applications to
an corganle trouble. Nelther can they
be chenged by the present diversified
systems of rafllway mansgement. There
are many theories proposed, but mostof
them sre impracticable, to remedy these
growing evils. 1 have oot the inclina-
tion, much less the wisdom and sssor-
aooe, to propose o remedy, but it s my
belief that the first step lles na fegal-
ized community of railway interests,
making it passible, under consistent and
reasonnble regulsations, for il to pros-
per In the proper degres, and to main-
tain steh an sttitude with pelstion to
ponflicting commercinl nterests as will
confine them to natural territories be-
vond the lines of which destruction be-
gins,
A COMMUNITY INTEREST.

‘' Railwny securities ure mow so unl-
versally held among our own people as
legitimate luvestmoents, that the (ues-
tion of the sufe conduct of railway prop-
ertics = a matter of solicitude in nearly
every community of the ocountry, shoar-
ing alilke with commervinl institutions
importance us & factor of domestio and
socinl prosperity. It Is not & gquestipn
for hostile treatment, por one for hasty
sotion, but demands immediate and
careful atténtion; and presents 4 prob-
letn nearly as great as that which con-
fronted the framerz of our coustitution,
and must be dealt with as solemnly, to
the end that every Interest of every
community may be completels and justly
sorved, and that the fruits of the graud-
est achievements of man may be borna
bountifully and in the fullness of perfec-
tion to ull alike."

REPLIES T0 QUESTIONS,

At the coneclusion of Mr, Meek's ad-
dress the president desired to propound
rome questions concerning the rallroad
situntion, and to have the sudlience ask
any that might ocour to them  the replles
to which would be of intersst. A large
number of gsntlemen In the audience
took advantage of this opportuuity sod
the speakaer replied to them substantially
is Ir 'lows:

““Theren isa growinz good feeling be-
tween tho railronds sod the people, and
in every way @ better understanding.
aspecinlly in the West, whoers there has
Besn so muol friction hitherto and where
o fesling of hostility towards rallroads
hans existed among the people. This un-
derstunding is the result of experience
on the part of both. Rallroads have
committed muauy [follies themselves,
mare from lack of expurignes than from
lnck of wisdom, npd, seelng thelr errors,
have endesvored 10 correct them. Many
guéstiona have arisen and had to be met
by rallway mansgers at the moment’s
noties of parnmount iinportanes to those
which tsgislators deliberata days, weeks
snd months in adjusting, and it could
scarcely be  expected thuat orror
would not c¢reep In and false ground
be taken. It should be remembered
that these represoutatives of rallroads
have been desling alsc with economic
questions, and that there must neces-

sarily have arisen dissention aand dis-
satisinetion betwesn them and those
controlhing the destmiss of the com-

mereinl world. In the older stiutes there
in l2as diffiouity than in the new states of
the West. Itis the pxception to find a
legislature in the Kastern states propos-
ing mensnres bostile to roilways or seck-
ing 10 exercise spocifio control, as in the
West, although there ls gt present more
reatrictive leglalution on the atatute
books of many Western siates than will
be found mx the East. The trouble is,
the West has besn dolng whbat is termed
as *‘getting there"’ gll At once, and the
condittons undeér which Western roads
have Lesn obliged to work have been
wideiy different from those under which
roads are operated in the older states.
People in the West have thought the
game rates and the same general cous
duct of afdnirs should obtain az in the
Egst, while Eastern roads have from
fifty to seventy-five people to the square
mile 16 draw their revenue from, aund
thoss in the West have only from five to
twonty.

RAILMOADS AXD POLITICAL INFLUENCE.

“4Yes, railroads have exercised politi-
eal intluenes, 1 will not say that it has
rRiwaya been wisely directed. Whatsver
railronds have doue in  polities hus been
done fromm motives of sell-protection.
When it 18 eonsidered how much of the
legislation proposed in the different states
orizinutes, bow little oconsideration is
given important measures of control and
how dlsastrous are the eOects of many
ll-considerwd mensures, It la not strange
thiat the reprosentatives of these great
properties, which are really owned Dby
the people, orat ledst among the people,
should take an interest in shaping it
Most ranilroad men to-day, howerver,
recognize that some sort of legislation is
neceassary , aud feel that itis Do more
thun rizht that their experience should
be avaiied of in sbhaping it. There isno
reasson why men experiencod and inter-
ested in railway properties should be
ostracised und regoarded with suspicion
when the question of shaping the work
and dealing with the petunl operations ot
their property is up for settlement.

THE LIFE OF A RAILROAD.

"*The life of n rallroad varies acoord-
ing to use and many causes, such as
charter of alignment, graides, cllimate,
elo. It ls falr to assume that all the
crosaties, of which there are 3000 to the
mile, must be reumewed every eight
venrs, rails every tén or twelve yonrs,
wooden Lridges and structures nbout the
same: rolling stock also. And this
bringe up 8 guestion of vital Importance
which is never counsidered by legisia-
Intures when they are fixing maximum
rates, A large number of roads,
especlally in the West, ars uunable for
the first five or eight years to earn moras
than interest on the property, so that
when time for renewal comes they canp-
not make them, aod of course go In to
decay, become unsafe and strugele
sgalnst great odds, going throuegh every
phnse of poverty, receivership and reor-
gamzation, and foally by pocketing the
old loss, and by new and doubtful in-
vestment being made, ars kept
ronning. Do pot forget that this is be-
ing done CVETY year, not by
foreign capital, but by  our own
enterprising aud plucky people, who can
illy afford to oarrv the burdem. The
same i= true of the older nnd stronger
rogds in maoy lnstances, and let me say
that nearly every Western road has had
its ssrious day of reckoning. Dividends
have been paid by some of them when
the money used for that purposc should
have besn laid aside for provident uses.
The men who were responsible for this
ure probably now out of control, aod the
socurities for these properties are in the
baods of people who d4id oot draw the
dividends. Would it be fair to punish
them? There Is little of this thing now,
aod there will e still less from year to
year. Cpmpetition in the way of superior
equipments and in gensral service is
coalling for large and constantly inorems-
ing expenditures that were not providad
for when the roads wers capitalized snd

for which little provision has been made
in the past.
MUST COME TO POOLING.

‘T mean by n legahized community ot
railway interests a legalized system of
poolipg. It is uselpss to disguise the
faot that we have got to come to that for
the safety of every material interest of
the country.

“*1 do not mean to say, however, that
pooling should be permitted without re-
straint—there should be such statutory
regulations aa would prevent the pool
being used as 6 means of exactiog hard
conditions from shippers. It Iz easy
enough to regulate rallways under the
pooling system so that they will not use
it as A meane of raising rates—the only
reason for the existence of the pool Is to
seoure stability of rates. The present
law is an utter failure so far as bringing
about stability of rates is concernad. '’

Many other questions were cheerfully
answered by Mr, Meek, who seemed to
believe that the peoples were entitled to
frankoess, and the gentleman was par-
ticular to emphasize s belief that the
only way out of the present difficulty was
for the owners of railway property to
work cordially with the people.

Hom, G. ¢, Pendleton and the D emocracy
aof Bell County Defended.
Editor Expreas:
Au article in the Express of recent
date from Holland, Tex., over the sig-
nature of ** Bell County Democrats’’ de-

serves notios, and as it is the habit of
newspapers to give both sides of a dla-
puted question, 1 ask space in your
widely read paper to reply. There is at
the present time 1n our county & very
marked difference of opinion among
Demoerats as to who are in line with the
party, and how far it |s boupd by the
action of the county convention, There
are no anti-convention Democrats In the
county, nor are there any who oppose
the action of the Iate county convention
g0 fur os it wns legitimate nod sccording
to party usage, Briefly stated, the sit-
untion is this: There were three oandi-
dates for the legislature, King, Robért-
son and Bush, the former of Belton, the
two latter of Salado. Mr. Robertson,
as was Lelleved, was the candidate of
the Losses, put forward for services said
to have been rendered the party. This
intensified opposition to him, besies he
wns weak and unpopular with the rank
and tile of the party, and especially in
Iis home precinet. As the canvass ad-
vanced it became apparent to his most
hopeful friends that, left to the choleejot
the purty, bis defeat was inevitable.
Then it was thnt methods not sanctioned
by Demoeratio usage began to be onter-
tained and discussed 1o certaio
clreles Ly which hia nomination
might be effected, and the Barry West
& Co. project of insubordination
to ‘lawfully constituted party authority
came in for a full share of attention.
Soon it was dlacovered that the county
was swarming with Union Laborltes,
Knights of Labor and other seoret and
hostile elements, ready to maes their

forces mud capture the Democratic
purty. And as the day for the prima-
ries approached the plot thickened.

Uousunl and extraordinary tests of
Democracy were suggested and bolts
threateningly hinted at until party fepl-
ing was well worked up, 1 will hera re-
mark, the county has nloely-tLree votos
in convention, distributed as follows:
Beat No. 1, Belton, 19; No. 2, Salado,
#; No. #, Holland, 8; No, 4, Helden-
belmer, 12; No. 5, Temple, 28; No. 6,
Moffatt, 5; No. 7, Nolanpwville, 8, and
No. 8, Youngsport, 4. When the pri-
mary conventiong were hbeld Mr. Rob-
ertson ocarrled three, Nos. 5, 6 and 8,
33 votes, The attendunce at these
mestings was respeotively 100, 44 and
about 45, Mr. Robertson's majorities
werse 10, ¢ and 14,  Judge King carried
four beats, Nos. 1, 3, and 7, as Orst
cholee, 40 votes, and No. 2 as second
cholee, 8 votes, Mr. Buosh getting first
chofoe, The attendance at these meot-
ings a5 near as can be ascertained by
data at hand, s as follows: No, 1,
400; No. 2, 826; No. 3, 80: No. 4, 90,
and No. 7, 44. Judge Kiog's majorities
were, No, 1, 200; No. 2, 130; No. 3, 50;

No. 4, 67, and No. 7, &. At all
the beats  the iron-olnd tests
wers introduced except Belton,
and were adopted at all places

except Salado and Temple, Nos. 2
anid 5, At Ssalado it was evident Mr.
Robertson was in the miuority 100 or 125
votes, To escape the result of a fairly
expressed coholce of the party he bolted
the primary with something over minsty
with him, this after the convention was
organized. At Holiand, No. 3, the pri-
mary organlzed, adopted the test of
Democracy, and procesded to make nom-
